Brilliant Fighting: at Bio Hondo- 
Cuban Insnrgrents Repalsed 
Witli Loss. 



Madiiid, Dec. i). — Tlio correapontlent 
of El Iinparcial, the only newspaper 
representiitivo accompanying the Span- 
ish army in its campaign acainet the 
iii3arf;cnt lentler Antonio JIaceo, suntiB 
an account of tlie enf^ageuieiit fought on 
Ti.^ceniher 7, about 15 Uiilesfroni Havana, 
between a recoiinoiterillg party of 
,"j(iO .Spanish troops under ilajor 
Cirujada and about 2,000 insurgents, 
in Tvhicb Maceo is alleged to Iiave 
been killed. The rebels were found in a 
good po.sition at .San Pedro, Bheltei-ed be- 
hind stone walls. Though tlio Spanish 
troojia had been under firo of detach- 
monts of rebels for sotnetiino before cimi- 
ing np to the main body of insurgents. 
Major Oirrujiieda charged with lixetl 
bayonets and desperate litjhting at close 
quarters ensued, lustinp until night. The 
Spaniards then retired to Punta Brava, 
having exhausted their ammunition and 
losing a number of men. During the 
reconnaisance upwanls of forty dead 
rebels were found, among them the two 
bodies which were undoubtedly those of 
Antonio Maceo, -the insurgent leader, 
and ft eon of General Maximo Gomez. 
The correspondent adds that a second 
reconnaisance was made, when it was 
found that the bodies had been taken 
away. Their identity, however, was 
clearly established. 

tien. Fugiera loft the plantation of 
Santa Amelia, province of Havana, mov- 
ing in the direction of Platano. He met 
the advance guard of an insurgent army 
at Ivio Hondo, opened fire u]ion it an<l 
later captured the heights of Moralezani 
and Volcano, where, however, the troops 
met ft foi'ce of 4,000 insurgents awaiting 
them. They promptly attacked the 
Spanish troops, bat were repulsed by a 
brilliant charge of the cavalry of tbe 
Spanish,. The insurgents were dislodged 
after thirty-nine shells had been tired 
into their camp and si.xty-nine men 
killed. Of the Spaniards Lieut. -Col. 
Miguel Auico Currien was killed, and 
one lieutenant and twenty-four privates 
wounded.

PLAGUE IN BOMBAY. 

Eight Hundred Deaths Reported— Tbe Num- 
ber Believed to Be Uucb Larger. 

Nbw York, Dec. 9. — A dispatch to tbe 
Herald from Bombay says: Eight hun- 
dred deaths are reported up to date from 
the i)lague, but the number is believed to 
much larger. Crowds of j)anic sti'icken 
natives are fleeing from tlie city. Trade 
and travel are seriously aliected. The 
famine which threatened the whole of 
India has been partially averted in cer- 
tain tlistricts by the recent rains. Only 
one case is reported of a person recently 
attending a patient having contracted 
the plague. The disease, though inftn;- 
tious, has not i)rove<l contagious. The 
govenmicnt bacleriologista are of the 
oi)iniun ilutl tlie plague, unlike cholerii, 
has a ttMuleiu'v to stick to the locality 
wlit^re it originates. A few authentic 
cases are re)>orl('(l in ,adj;i(!ent towns , 
but they are all of Bombay origin. The 
di.'^oase, where imported, w:ie dying out 
without ajireading. In J'oinVjay for two 
months the |)lague remained conlined to 
one ward, ft baa now spread to all dis- 
tricts of the city and is increasing largely 
with the cooled weather. Grain specu- 
lation continues to aggravate the situa- 
tion. 



TJIE FKENCIl NAVY. 

Its Increase and Streugtliening Discussed by 
the Budget Comuiittce. 

Paiiis, Dec. H. — Tbe budget coiiiniittco 
of the chamber ol dejiuties to-day heard 
the Premier, M. Melin, as well as M. 
Cocliorie, minister of finance, and Ad- 
miral Hernard, minister of marine, on 
the subject of M. Lockrov'a aiuendnieiit, 
demanding a credit of 200,000,000 francs 
for the navy. The minister of marine 
declared that the condition of the navy 
was not so unfavorable as was generally 
believed. The government had been 
studying a programme for increasing the 
strength of the fleet and it would soon be 
decided to ask parliament for money to 
carry it out.

Foitr Coi.i.i.NS, Colo., Dec. 9,— Hon. 
John Murray, special agent of the Unit- 
ed States treasury department, having 
charge of the sea fisheries of Alaska, is 
at his homo here.

Murray was 
accompanied from Alaska by the iJritish 
(commissioners, who are on tlieir way to 
London to make their report to their 
government. Mr. Miirray has forward- 
ed a 3,000 page report to the authorities at 
Washington, covering the sealing ques- 
tion in the minutest details and will 
start in a few dayia tQ personally consult 
the treasury ofDcialB.

Judge Casnult's Rebuke to a Lib:;i'u! iaw- 
yer Who Had Taken Over a 
Government Case. 

MoNTKEAL, Dec. 9.— (Special) — A re- 
port comes from Quebec that a lesson 

was read the Minister of .Tustico and the 
Liberal government at Ottawa on Satur 
day by Chief Justice Casault in the sU' 
periorcouit. Mr. Deguire, a Liberal 
lawyer, made a motion that he shoultl 
be substitutetl as attorney in one of the 
government cases. His Honor, it ia re 
I)orted, said in reply: "I cannot do 
otherwise than allow this motion, 
but I tleeni it my duty to say 
what I t.hink of the proceedings before 
me. I tie not hesitate to say that what 
has been done constitutes au insult 
which should bo felt by the whole bar. 
I t is not because the Liberal government 
has taken the place of a Conservative 
one, that in cases in which the crown is 
interested, the Ip.wyeis should be 
changed and a Liberal lawyer named in 
place of the Conservatives who repre- 
sented it. In this country politics spoil 
everything."

■\Vas!ii.vgton, Dec. 9. — The house of 

representatives held a three hours' ses- 
sion to-day and passed a dozen bills of 
minor importance. A resolution for the 
distribution of the President's message 
among the various committees entitled 
to jurisdiction on the several topics was 
adopted. 

The senate by the decisive vote of 35 
to 21 adopted a resolution to take up the 
Dingley tariff and the silver bill. Unex- 
pected and surprising as this action was, 
it had not the significance which the 
vote itself ajjpears to convey. Immedi- 
ately following it Mr, Aldrich of Rhode 
Island, one of the Republican members 
of tbe finance committee, moved to re- 
commit the bill to that committee, and 
this motion was pending when the morn- 
ing hour expired and the entire matter 
lapsed as though no vote had been 
taken. 

Neither the bill nor Mr. Aldrich'a 
motion enjoys the privilege of preced- 
ence, as a result of the a;;tion to-day. It 
served, however, for some lively parlia- 
mentftry fencing betweet! Mr. Allen, the 
author of the motion, and Messrs. 
Chandler, Halo and .•Mdrich, as well as 
for an exposition of the uncertain eliift- 
ing elements within the Senate when a 
vote is precipitated on an important 
public question. The debate was at 
times sharp and personal. 

Mr. Allen was very blunt in his ex- 
pressions and taunted the Republican 
Senator fc)r bringing in the Dingley bill 
after conducting a tari 11" campaign. " It 
has gone out from the powers that be, 
in the Republican parly," said Mr. 
Allen at one point, " that with the in- 
coming administration, we are to have 
an extraordinary session of congress for 
the purpose of revising the taritl' laws." 

Thus Mr. Allen ran along, touching on 
many jiointa that have bitlierto been re- 
served for caucus consideration. Mr. 
Chandler reminded Mr. Allen that not 
only had the tarill' won, but free silver 
by the U. S. alone had lost the recent 
election, and he urged Mr, Allen to aid 
in a genuine effort to execute the will of 
the people. 

Mr. Hale took occasion to state with 
Irankness that the Republican senators 
expected that the actual majority in the 
next spiiato would make tarill' legisla- 
tion nmre easy of accomi)lishment than 
it is now. 

Mr. .Aldric.b's first move was to have 
the bill referred back to the finantce com- 
mittee, with MiBtructions to strike ofV 
the silver ameiuhnent, but later ho ac- 
cepted the suggestion of Mr. Harris, to 
omit the instructions. It was in this 
form that the question of recommittal 
was pending when 2 o'clock arrivetl and 
cut off tbe debate. 

Early in the day throe sets of vigorous 
resolutions for Cuban independence fur- 
nished an interesting feature. Thev 
came from Mr. Cameron, of Pennsyl- 
vaina; Mr. Mills, of Texas; and Mr. 
Call, of I'lorida ; and while differing in 
t(!rmH, all breatlie tbe same spirit of re- 
t:ognition by the U.S. of Cuban inde- 
pendent.

The Most Brilliant Figure of the 
Insurgent Movement Taken 
Away. 



Madiiid, Dee. 9. — The official aiw 
nouncement of the death of Antonio 
Maceo and Francisco Gomei!, son of 
Maximo Gomez, haa been piiblislied 
here and has caused the greatest en- 
thuBiasm. Crowds of students are 
marching through the streets, and mani< 
festationa have been held in front of tlie 
ministry for the colonies, the crowds 
clieering for Spain, the army, and for 
Major Cirujeda, whose column defeated 
the insurgents under ^laeeo near Punta 
Brava, in Havana province. 

Havana, Dec. 9. — Since the famous 
raids of the Cubans across the whole of 
the island last year, when Maceo invaded 
Pinar del Rio, while Gomez returned to 
the Eastern provinces, the mulatto gen- 
eral haa held his own in the Western 
provinces against the utmost efforts of 
the Spaniards to dislodge him. He 
transferred the whole seat of the . war 
from the east to the west, and while his 
enemies claimed he had run into a trap 
and built a strong trocha across the 
country to keej) him there, he continued 
liis campaign and persistently cliiimed 
always that he could cross tlie trocha 
when he wished and effect a junction 
with Gomez in the east. 

Tlie diary of Maceo's operations found 
with the body, in addition to the details 
already stated, says Maceo himself was 
wounded before crossing the trocha in a 
akirmiah at Vejeianom, Dec. .'3. After 
crossing the trocha Dec. 4, he joined the 
local Havana bands of tfie insurgents. 
Major Cirujeda arrived in Havana at 
noon with the documents which had 
been taken from the bodies of Maceo 
and Francisco Gomez. 

New York, Dee. 9. — Th« World's 
copyrighted cable from Havana says : 
The afternoon papers are out with ex- 
tras seeming .to confirm the reported 
death of General Antonio Maceo. The 
rumor which first reached Havana last 
night was that the rebel leader had left 
Pinar del Rio province, and was killed 
in Havana province yesterday in 
an engagement with the Spanish 
troops under Major GirujeUa on 
the Matilde estate near Punta Brava' 
When attacked by Cirujeda's little col- 
umn of 35G infantry and cavalry. 
Gen. Maceo, with some 3,000 to 4,000 
followers, occupied positions under the 
cover of a stone fence. Maceo was 
driven from the position by a brilliant 
Spanish bayonet charge. The insurgents 
finally attempted to make new stands. 
•Successive eilbrts to use their machetes 
were each time parried, until finally 
upon the adjoining estate of San Claudio, 
they broke in disorder. The insurgents 
abandoned more than forty dead. 

VVa,shix(iton', Dec. — Antonio Maceo 
was without question the most brilliant 
figure of the present revolution in Cuba. 
He eirected a landing at Certes do Bar- 
anco on March 31. With him were Flor 
Crombet and a number of oHicers. Ma- 
ceo had been a member of Gen. Gomez's 
staff during the ten years' war, from 
ISOS to 187.S, and commanded large 
bodies of troops in the i)rovince of San- 
tiago de Cuba, in which province his 
family had lived and where he owned a 
large plantation. 

After the ten years' war Maceo trav- 
eled in Central America, attempting to 
raise a large force to invade Cuba and 
contest the sovereignty of Spain. In 
I88(i he went to Uayti to try to get as- 
sistance for an invasion of Cuba, but lie 
was driven out and lived for a long time 
in retirement in Jamaica, and after that 
iie returned to Cuba and lived very 
<iuietly on his plantation, in the Eastern 
province, where ho was very popular. 
In 1890 he was driven out ot Cuba and 
came to New York. 

At the time of the present outljreal; he 
was in Florida, and he joined a largo ex- 
pedition wh^ch set out from Fort Limon 
in 1805 on the steamer Adirondack. A 
Spanish man-of-war pursued the steamer 
for eight hours and at last the leaders 
were compelled to land on Fortune 
island, one of the West Indies. Thence 
Maceo and the other leiulora made their 
way to Cuba. 

In tlio great raid against the island, 
led by Maximo (.ioiuez in IS'.I.'), Maceo 
was his cliiet coadjutor, and when Capt. 
(ien. Campos had linally receded with 
hia headi|uarters to Havana, Maceo led 
a daring raid into the federal j)rov- 
ince (jf I'inar del Kin, wliere lie 
dev.istated the great tolnici'o ilislrict 
anil r.iised the whole pruvince in re- 
volt against Spain. There he has been 
ever aince, and the Spanish authority 
in the province is practically over- 
turned. Time and again reports have 
been received from Cuba of his defeat 
and rout, iiis death in action or his sui- 
cidt!, alwa.vs lo he refuted by his later 
acliviticH. 'I'lieie is no doubt tliiit many 
jieoplu will doubt the autlieiiticity of tbe 
report now of his death. No previous 
rejiort haa given sui^li exact detaila of 
the circumsfaiutea of his death and of 
the facta of identification. 

M'KI^'LI^Y^s .cabinet. 

Matters Referred to in Secretary Olney's 
Report Submitted to Congress. 

• Washington, Dec. 9.— "I have no- 
thing to do with the selection of McKin- 
ley's cabinet, and any news concerning 
it must come from him." Thisdeclara 
tion wag made by Chairman Hanna 
when asked whether Senator Sherman 
was likely to be a member of the cal)- 
inet. l''roin other sources of a iiigh 
character it is learned that McKinley 
will ask Sherman to accept one of the 
most important portfolio?. Whether 
Sherman will accept is aeriouslv doubt- 
ful. 

Points in Secretary Olney's report 
maj' be summarized as follows; The 
Argentine government lias settled the 
Halo claim by offering to nay an indem- 
nity; arreata of iiatmalized American 
citizens returning to Austria are hocoin- 
iiig less freijuent; efforts continuo for the 
removal of restrictions on the importa- 
tion of American cattle into lielgiuni ; 
and there are prospects ot a speedy con- 
clusion of arrangements for the comple- 
tion of tlie work left ufiflnished by the 



Chilian claims for outrages committed in 
1885. 

The Chinese goyornment has settled 
all claims of Americans for loss through 
the anti-foreiga riots, and it is expeeted 
that that government will soon consent 
to a formal recognition of the rights of 
American missionaries and teachers to 
full protection in their work and prop- 
erty; while the claim of Julio Santos 
against l^cuador, standing for a quarter 
of a century, has been settled directly 
between the parties on the eve of arbi- 
tration ; the French government haa 
promisetl the fullest extension to Ameri- 
can citizens and interests in Madagascar 
of all rights under present treaties be- 
tween France and the United States and 
ourconsula in Madagascar are relinqniah- 
ingextra territorial jurisdiction. 

It is suggested that the minister resi- 
dent at Hayti and San Domingo be 
raised to the grade of ;>lenii)otentiary ; 
the Italian government is estopped from 
claiming indemnity for the Italians 
killed at Hahnville, La., last June, by 
reason of the fact that they had voted in 
state elections and 8o abandoned Italian 
citizenship ; the extension for one year 
of the functions of the Alexican boun- 
dary committee in order to allow it to 
pass upon important issues of irrigation 
and storage dams on the Rio Grande 
river, is noted; and the Peruvian govern- 
ment has settled the claim of certain 
American citi/.ens employed by a hydro 
graphic comniiaaion, bv the payment of 
20,000 soles. 

A naturalization treaty is to be nego- 
tiated with Switzerland, which has so 
far refused to admit the right of expatri- 
ation to its citizens; extradition treaties 
have been concluded with Argentina 
and the Orange Free State, and will be 
submitted to the senate; estimates 
have been collected for the coat of ac- 
([uiring suitable buildings for the per- 
manent occupancy of each of our em- 
bassies and legations abroad, and a more 
commodious building, especially design 
ed for the needs of the state department, 
is recommended.

OUR EASTERN FRIENDS. 

The Kasteru iiiipcrs continue to di3- 
cuas tlu' (;onatru<!tion of the Crow's Nest 
P:isa Ivailwiiy. The interest taken in the 
project by our Eastern fellow eubjecta is 
intense. TbeKootenay trade eeems to 
them most desirable, and they look upon 
the Crow'a Nest road as not merely the 
beet but the only means ol seeiiring it. 
Tlie Farmers' Advocate, which the Globe 
characterizes as " tlie uioat inlluontial 
farmers' paper in Canada," saya: 

One of the greatest drawbacks to bug 
cesaful farming in the Weatern country 
has been tlie Ri-eat distance from mar 
kets, but with tlie influx of capital to 
the mining regions on eacli side, Britiah 
Columbia to the West and Nortinvestern 
Ontario to tlie East, it will give an in- 
creased home market for agricultural 
))roda(;t3 such as Hour, beef, mutton, 
])ork, butter, cheese, Eggs. To reach the 
Kootenay country, a railroad must be 
constructed tlir )Ugh tlio Crow'a Xest 
Taas from some point on the main line 
of the C.P.R. Wliether this line is built 
by the C.P.R. or independently is im- 
naaterial as long as the interests of the 
])oopie are safeguarded. 

This statement of the Farmer's .Advo- 
cate is very ingenuous. It wants the 
Crow'a Xest Pass railway to Fu built to 
give the farmers east of the Ilocky moun- 
tains a better market for their produce 
than they have now. It might have 
struck the Advocate that there are farm- 
ers on the Western slope who want this 
new market iiuite as much as do those of 
the lOastern plains. The ad vocato of the 
British Columbia farmers aud traders 
might ask if it is fair to want the Dom- 
inion Government to find the money to 
build a railroad, the Sole object of which 
will be to bring competitors from the 
Kast to their home market. The 
Crow's Xest railroad is wanted, 
no doubt, but the main object of its con- 
struction should be one that never .seeiua 
to liave entered the iiead of the lOastern 
Farmers' Advocate. That tjbject is to 
supply the miners of the Kootenay dis- 
trict with tlie coai needed to smelt the 
ores which are taken from their mines. 
This, and not to give an easy and direct 
road to the Ivootcnay iiiaiket to the 
farmers and merchants of the I'last, is 
why the road to the coal fields west of 
the Pass ia urgently needed. The devel- 
opment of the mining industry of Koot- 
enay should be the main object in giv- 
ing assistance to huild tliat road ; the 
other advantages that the .Vdvocatu 
mentions are iiiciely incidental. 

'i'lic iiiiest ion i)i who is to Imikl the rnad 
apjieara to bo of very great interest to 
the Toronto Globe. Ihat pajier eeeins 
to think that the only choice that can 
bo made is that of the dear departed 
Hobson, for it says: 

"Whctlier built liy the ( iovcrinnent, 
the Canadian i':>L'i(ic Kailway Cijii]|iaiiv 
or some other private cor|)()rati(jii , a line 
from the Kootenay country roniuicting 
with the Canadian I'acilic would he nui- 
urally under the doniiiiatiou oi the 
tliroU!;h line. Its freight rates, time 
tables, even its ilaily operation, would 
be subject to the control of the ex- 
isting corporation. But under Oov- 
ernmeatat management there would 
always be a possibility of mak- 
ing southern connections if the de- 
mands of the situation became unreas- 
onable. The unvarying experience with 
short branch linos under independent 
corporate control tells what would hap- 
pen if the new line were built on that 
jirinciplo. It ia easy to demand that the 
j)ublic interests bo safeguarded by pro- 
hibiting amalgamation, but as yet every 
scheme jiroposed to accomplish that de- 
sirable result is besot with serious diili- 
culties. 

The Montreal Witness also discusses 
the Kootenay Railway. It trealH the 
subject with a levity which some will re- 
gard as unpardonable. Tlio Witness has 
very little roHjieut for the n"wapaper en- 
Kinuer and lailway projector, nnd makes 



no bones about saying vrbat it thinks. 

It says : 

Tlio railway as projected is from Letli- 
bridge to the Kootenay reirion west of 
the Columbia river. The distance as the 
crow flies is about .two Ixundred miles, 
but it is only the crow that can fly 
straight to the Orow's Fest. The news- 
paper engineers who have 'decided upon 
the necessity of the railway, who have 
surveyed the route, laid down the 
"ine, measured th(; distances and 
calculated the cost, all in their 
o-,vii back ollices, and have left the 
Government nothing in the world to ilo 
but build it, give the length of the lino 
a ' three or four hundred miles,' and 
the cost six million or eight million 
dollars.' They aro not particular to a 
hundred miles or so, or to a couple of 
niilliona of dollars. Lethbridge, which 
ia the hither end of the proposed road, 
is neither so big nor so active a place as 
Kootenay itself. So there must be soino 
other reason for building the road over 
the mountains than for the sake of get- 
ting there. The reason given ia to pre- 
vent the'ICootenay ore from being taken 
to Siiokane, in the United States, to be 
smelted; but it ia left ha/.y whether tlie 
ore ia to be hauled to Lethbridge to be 
smelted or whether the coal ia to be 
hauled Irom Lethbridge or from some- 
where in thi5 jjasH, where it is said to bo 
found, to Kootenay. 

'The Witness ia evidently ignorant of 
the fact that there are extensive coal- 
lields u-e,it of Crow'a Nest Pass, from 
which Kootenay can geii all the coal it 
requires as long as it has ores to smelt. 
It is, however, convinced of the fact, that 
if the road begins at Lethbridge it will bo 
under the control of the Ci:iiiidian Paci- 
lic, no iiiattor who builds or who oper- 
ates it. It says : 

It is of interest, however, to note that 
Letlibridge ia a station on the Canadian 
Pacific Kailway, and that the new road, 
if it ended there, would necessarily be 
absolutely controlled by that line, no 
matter wiio held it. The jieoplo of the 
West do not like this fe:itureof tlio case. 
They have had enough of e.xperi- 
enco of railway monopoly, and when 
Governineiit comes to their aid 
again in the railway line they want that 
it stiall bo to break and not to confirm 
the bondage in which they arc now liold. 
So the newspaper promoters, while they 
think the now line will have to be hand- 
ed over to the Canadian Pacilic Coin- 
pany to be worked, insist that the gov- 
ernment shall control tlie freight rates. 
The ditlicully about this ia that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Corniiany, un- 
der its extraordinary contract with the 
government, is practically free from gov- 
ernment control of its freight rates, aud 
in no way could the government create 
conditions which would prevent the 
Canadian Pacific from determining the 
rates of theKootenay railway, whether it 
be handed over to them to work or not. 

The question of the construction and 
operation o( the Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
way, is evidently not so easy or so simple 
as many persons seem to imagine. 
There are many dithcultiea to surmount 
and many clashing interests to reconcile. 
The objections are so numerous, and the 
difliculties are BO great that it seems to 
us a pity that the road cannot be built 
without going throuath the Pass at all. 
If the western section of it could be con- 
structed first, Kootenay could get its 
supplj' of coal, and there would be no 
trouble witli theC. P. K. But, altliough 
this would be a line thing for Ivootenay 
and British Columbia generally, it would 
not suit the farmers' advocates of the 
Northwest and the amateur engineers in 
Toronto and other Ka.stern cities. 



C'/17C GO rJ-JJiXMENT. 



The Time.H of the 7th instant says: 
" Those who are so ready to represent 
Government by CoininissionerH as a 
panacea for municipal ills should ask 
the people in a. •uthern and West Koot- 
enay what they think of it. Practically 
all the niiuiicijjal functions in that dis- 
trict are vet-Led in a CommiBsiorier ap- 
pointed by the Provincial Government, 
and if tin; niianimoua opinion of the 
local press can be taken as a correct in- 
dication, the experience is a most dismal 
failure." 

As a matter of fact there is no simi- 
larity" between administration under 
Government Agents, whatever may he 
said for or aaaiust it, and that proj)oscd 
under Civic Commissioners. In the first 
I)lace, the Civic (^jnimissionera would 
carry out work in the munici|)ality, 
within certain well defined limits, in ac- 
cordance with the Municipal Act, the 
expenditure to be provided for by special 
taxation levied on the property to be 
all'ected or benefited, the amount of the 
tux Ijoing proportionate to the require- 
mc'its. 

L'nder tlui present < iovernuiental sys- 
tem, which ia the only one poasiblo un- 
iler the constitution, requiring all 
moneys to bo voted by Parliament, the 
amount or the manner of its distribu- 
tion (except in a very limited way), is 
not decided by the ( lovernnient agent, 
but by the Li^gislative Aaaembly ; am! 
no iiioit! than the amount voted can be 
expended and for no other i)urpo6e tlimi 
that voted. However large the revenue 
may be in the current year, the expen- 
diture cannot be increased, and neces- 
sary improvements not provided for 
must wait until the Legislature meets 
again. 

The money, too, in the latter case, 
cornea out of a general fund, and must, 
or shonld, be' applied to purposes of 
general benefit. What the-Tlmes refers 
to as expressions of dissatisfaction with 
the present administration of affairs has 
arisen largely out of demands for light- 
ing, sewerage, and the like; but it was 
never contemplated in a general scheme 
of governing, cither in this or in any 
other province in Cimada, that the Gov- 
ernment should provide street lighting, 
drainage, sewerage, etc., which are all 
matters of purely local interest and 
benefit, out of the general revenue, and 
the expenditure of money for such pur- , 



poses would bo most uiijuat to the peo- 
plu of the Province as a whole. 

The only fair and practicable way of 
carrying out these works within the 
limited area of a town or city, where the 
centralization of population creates spe- 
cial needs, is either under authority of 
Municipal law, or by the Government 
taking |)Owcr to itself by legislation to 
levy a local rate suflicient to cover the 
necessary expenditure incurred thereby. 
This power, ina measure, it already pos- 
sL'sseB, by virtue of the provisions of 
the Provincial Health Act, in cases of 
emergency ; but it is felt by the Gov- 
ernment, and very properly too, that 
the people themselves interested shonld 
decide as to what improvements they 
require, and have the power to assess 
themselves in order to bo able to carry 
out their wishes. To do this it is neces- 
sary to form themselves into munici- 
palities. 

When municipalities aro being formed 
tlie (luestion as to how the ^Municipal 
Government should bo administered, 
w hether through a Boai-d of Mayor and 
Aldermen or a Board of Oommisaioners, 
naturally becomes pertinent; but that 
([ueation should not be prejudiced by 
considerations which in no way, or at 
least very remotely, allect it. I'lirther 
than that, the Ciovernnient so far aa wo 
know has not expressed any desire for 
Municipal Governtneiit by Commission, 
and we have no doubt is perfectly willing 
that the people in each municipality 
should be their own judges in such mat- 
ters. 



THE AM ERIC A lY TARIFF. 

Our American neighbors are just now 
busy gueasing whether or not the taril! 
will be changed or revised during the 
jiresent session of Congress. 'I'here aro 
some who say that the Ciovernnient is so 
badly in need of money that the revenue 
must be increased immediately by hook 
or by crook, while others affirm that it 
will be best not to disturb business by 
changing the tarill" just now. The Gov- 
ernment can easily rub along with the 
tarill'agit is a while longer, and the 
probability is that as times get better 
the revenue will increase, with- 
out adding to the people's taxes. 
In the discussion the Dingley 
Bill ia frequently mentipned. This 
ia a bill which passed through 
the House of Representatives last De- 
cember. It was purely an emergency 
measure and would terminate by limita- 
tion in a few months. The measure, it 
appears, was bung up in the Senate. It 
is thus described by the New York 
Times: "Aside from the duty placed 
on wool, woolen's and manufactured lum- 
ber, it was simply a 15 per cent, hori- 
zontal increase oi existing entries. As 
the report of the Committee on AVaya 
and Means stated, such a treatment of 
duties was justified only as a temporary 
measure to meet an exigency. No mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Committee 
would for a moment countenance this 
method as a permanent arrangement." 

Mr, Dingley himself says that "the 
taiifl'should ho revifcd at :iii extraordin- 
ary session of Congress. It is my judg- 
ment that such a session need not be a 
long one unless the Senate purjiosely 
prolongs the debate." There is in these 
days no answering for what the Senate 
mayor may not do under any circuiu- 
stanccp. But there is at present no pros- 
jiect of an extraordinary sesaion. Mr. 
McKinley and his friends say very little 
aa to what their course on the tarill or 
any other subject will be. "When Con- 
gress meeta in March and the MoKinley 
party are in full control there may be 
some light thrown on this subject of the 
tariti'. At present what is said on the 
matter is mere guesswork. 

THE RIxl)l<:ni'KST. 

The rinderpeat is still ravaging South 
Africa. It is a deadly disease, killing 
ninety per cent, of the animals it &b- 
tacka. It has done great destruction in 
Furope more than once. In 1880 'it car- 
ried oil more then a million herd of cat- 
tic. Thine in no cure I'or it, and when it 
once gets headway there is no Httipjiiiig 
it. In Smith Africa it is now considered 
vain to attempt by the slaughter of 
herds attacked by it, even to impede 
ita progress. The Government of the 
(•range Free State did what it could to 
l>rcvent its entering its territory. Jiut 
it could not be kepi out. llliaa swciit off 
all the cattle ol the Stale. It has made 
ita appearance iu Cape Colony 
and, it is said, it will not stop until it 
reaches the sea. This to the people of 
South Africa is a terrible visitation. 
They depend greatly on their cattle for 
Lbo meaiis of existence. Oxen are used 
tlii^re for farm work to a far greater ex- 
tent than they aro in any jiart oi Amer- 
ica, and where there are no railways 
freight ia conveyed from one part of tlie 
country to another by teams of bullocks. 
It is said that small farmers in Cape 
Colony will have to abandon their farms 
and the stock-raisers are, of course, left 
with nothing to do, and liavo no way of 
earning a livelihood, Tlio rinderpest 
will, no doubt, be followed by auU'ering 
and sickness among the population.

Here Witnesses Tell the Beliring: 
- Sea Claims Commission About 
Sealing Catches. 



The greater part of yesterday's sitting 
of tlie Beliring Sea claims commission 
was devoted to the continuation of evi- 
dence as to the cntcli of schooners in the 
sea in ISSG and ISS?. 

Hon. Mr. Peters, at the opening of the 
morninfj; session, having pat in sworn 
statements in relation to the personal 
claims ot Capt. Ogilvie and Mate Blake, 
of the schooner Oarolena, Hon. Mr. 
Dickinson, for tlio United States, said 
that ho wished it understood tliat ho re- 
served the rifxht to object to any claim 
put in on behalf of either Ogilvie or 
Blake, holding that as both men were 
now dead that any claims they might 
have had died with them. As to Ogilvie, 
he understood he died in Alaska before 
the trial came on. 

Hon. Mr. Peters— "Yea, and they es- 
treated his bail after he was dead."

S. ciuters and the jjositiona of vessels 
when soi/.L'd in 181)1 and KSO:! wore ob- 
iected to by the United States counsel aa 
not being com jiotent testimony to be used 
in eonneelion with the seizures for ISSti. 

August I'eppen, mate of the schooner 
Grace in ISSli, was examined aa to tlie 
catch his vessel made in ISSO in ISeliring 
sea, but having lost his laenioraudum 
book in a wreck on the West Coast three 
years ago ho was not at all sure wliether 
the 1,700 skins he gave as the catch were 
all taken in i-ehring sea or partly on the 
coast. Oapt. Warren, however was re- 
called to show that the 1,700 skins 
spoken of by the last witness were re- 
turned by the Gmce as bsr catch in 
Behring sea in 18S6 and did not include 
the coast. 

C. A. Goflin was called on the liritish 
side to show that tlie rate of interest 
was in 18S7 from 8 to 10 per cent., and 
from IS'Jl to tlie jiresent from 7 to 8 ])er 
cent., the object being to show that the 
British claims in .".sking for 7 per cent, 
interest from the time of seiz-ure was a 
reasonable demand. In cross-examina- 
tion by Hon. Mr. Dickinsou the witness 
stated "that when no interest was named 
per cent, had been the legal interest 
since 1891. 

Oapt. D. Byora, of the Pathfinder, and 
C. Lundberg, mate of the Ada, were 
called, the former to show what the seal- 
ing results were for his vessel in 1886, 
the latter in regard to 1887. Kobt. E. 
McKeil, master of the M.iry Taylor, tes- 
tified to having loft Behring sea in July, 
1887, for fear of seizure, and Capt. Neils 
MoHS testified that the Favorite caught 
1,800 skins in Behring sea in 1886. Cross 
examined by Mr. Warren for ttie United 
States, the witness said he tliought the 
Carolena was trading in tlie spring of 
1886, but on examination by Mr. Bod- 
well for the British, the witness said 
that from liis own knowledge he could 
not say that the Carolena was trading. 

R, J. Ker, treasurer of li. P. Kithet & 
Co.. being placed on the stand Hon. Mr. 
Peters for the British, wanted to put in 
statements prepared by the witness aa to 
the cost of outfitting the schooners Annie 
C. Moore and Maggie Mac for the three 
years 1S89, 1890 and 1891. His object 
was to show that aa the cost then was 
about the same as in 1880, Mr. Munsie's 
tigures as to the coat of the Carolena oat- 
lit in ISSU were not excessive. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson strongly objected 
to the Britiali counsel putting in the 
coat of outfitting schooners in other 
years aa proof of what was the eoet in 
i8St'). He characterized it as applying a 
rule of extraordinary probabilities as to 
what the vessel might have cost. 

Hon. Mr. Peters replied that the im- 
possibility at this lapse of time of get- 
ting other evidence to prove that Mr. 
Munsie's statement of the cost, was a 
])roper reason for allowing this testi- 
mony to go in ; hut the commissioners ex- 
pressing doubts that the evidence would 
unduly prolong the investigation, he 
withdrew the profTored evidence and 
saitl be would try to prove tlio matter 
some other way. 

The objection raised by tlie L'nited 
States Counsel tlio other day against the 
admission of certain alfidavits, which had 
been used by the L'nited States at Paris, 
was brought up by Hon. Mr. Peters, 
who wanted the commissioners to give a 
decision, aa he desired to read certain 
extracts. He urged that the parts he 
wished to read had been used as a part 
of the United States case at Paris. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson made a strong 
objection against the extractn being 
used, and Mr, Justice Putnam, the 
United States commissioner, "vas of 
o))inion that it would not be proper to 
use such aflitlavits. Mr. .Justice King 
thought the best way was to leave the 
([ueHtion until final argument, and was 
not iirepared to give a decision at pre- 
sent. Finally Hon. Mr. Peters remarked 
that lie would show the citations pro- 
jiosed to Hon. Mr. Dickinson, and was 
sure that that gentleman when he saw 
them would not make such objections t^n 
their use. 

The commission then adjourned till 
this morning.

HOW TO LOSE KOOTENAY. • 

To 'liin Editou: — I have read your 
thoughtful article on railway construc- 
tiou iu British Columbia, especially on 
tlie lino through the Orow'fl Neat Pass to 
ICootenay. There can be little doubt 
but that line will be in coarse of con- 
struction by the apring of next year, and 
unless the government build it them- 
selves, it will bo done by the Canadian 
Paciiic Railway Company. That rail- 
v/ay will be valuable to the mining dis- 
tricts of Ivootonay by bringing thom sup- 
jilies of produce from the North west and 
coal from the vast deposits in the Crow's 
Nest Ptisa. It will probably bo useful in 
carrying coal to the States at the south 
of Kootenay, where they have not coal 
aa good as that of the pass. 

But that does not help the const and 
Ivootenay shonld be of use to us and we 
to Kootenay. To attain that end a line 
more direct from the const should be 
built. I see Sir William Van Horne 
says the time Is not ripe for it and that 
niay be true, 80 far as the interests of 
the C.r.Il. are concerned, but Kootenay 
and the coast have to be considered. 
There has been some talk about a peqple's 
railway, but the obvious fact is before 
us that we have not jieople enough to 
build aline of the length required. The 
lino might bo built by the Dominion and 
Provincial t;overniiienta co-operating to 
construct and work the line or assisting 
some company which can and will at 
once set about it and proceed till it is 
linishod. Unless something ot this sort 
ia done, Iain afraid wo may as well hand 
Kootenay over to the States. To be sure 
there is a more ready and elleclive ivay, 
by which to accomplish that oiul, that is 
to have free trade with the .'States, 

At present little farm jiroduct is grown 
near Kootenay. The haulage from our 
farming districts is much farther than 
from parts of the States, so we have to 
do nothing but introduce free trade and 
neglect railway construction in order to 
hand over Kootenay to our friends to 
the south of the line. I think the peo- 
ple of the Coast, who are being honored 
by a visit from two cabinet ministers, 
iiiight be pleased to hear their ideas on 
the matter. The board of trade might 
say what they think when the ministers 
lire here, and just one thing I would 
like to suggest to them, that ia, that all 
talk of the people building 300 miles of a 
dithcult road had better bo dropped, un- 
less by the people tliey mean the gov- 
ernments of the Dominion and of the 
Province. The people of the Coast cities 
have not the $10,000,000 required, and it 
is not talk, but work, which is waiited.

GRAND JURY'S PRKSENTMENT. 

To Tin; Em roii : — Will you kindly al- 
low me a last wonl in re " Grand Jury 
Presentment? " The object of the grand 
jury in their presentment, and any re- 
marks of mine in reference thereto, as 
to the report of the royal commissioners 
has been a simple one, viz: the im- 
provement of our civic government. The 
quotation made by me from the report, 
applied no doubt to the date at which it 
was written. The prineiple, liowever, 
remains the same, i.e., that a certain 
amount is borrowed each year for the 
temporary use of the city, on which a 
higlier rate of interest is i)aiil than that 
received by the city for its deposits on 
sinking fund account; the dill'orence, 
whatever it may be, being the measure 
of the loss. Ttie "sinking f und " has 
not been invested in accordance with the 
act. This was written in 1891, and is 
still true ! 

As to bringing specific charges, as 
urged by Mr. Aid. Marchant, that is not 
expedient for obvious reasons. As 
already proved, neither the grand jury 
nor I have brought any ngainat tlie pres- 
ent or former council. 1 have paid 
in, during the laat luur years, some 
thousands of dollars to the civic treas- 
ury. 1 have not been benefited to the 
amount of $100. But I have no wish 
now to air my own grievances. Anyone 
who reads the debates of the council, 
and even the last as reported, can see 
that " unseemly Bi|uabblea," have taken 
place. Fortunately we have a Mayor, 
who, from his knowledge of the iimiiici- 
pal statutes, and iiis experience in par- 
liamentary debates, is able to control his 
council, but who knows how long this 
may last? 

It is matter of notoriety, too, tliat one 
officer at least has been harassed ami 
"hampered" in the discharge cf his mul- 
tifarious duties, and rumor has it that 
he has had to appeal to the courts 
against one of the present aldermen. I 
fail to see why Mr. Marchant objects to 
the appointment of commissioners for 
carrying on the public works. The sys- 
tem has been tried, I am told, elsewhere 
with good results, and it ia uiy honest 
belief that if it were initiatfd here a 
great saving of expenditure would re- 
suit, and the state of the city as to 
roads, drainage, etc., would be vastly 
imp"oved. B. W, Peahse.

THE BBTAIIi MAEEETS. 

Corn Now Siipplantins Wheat at Prices 
Never Befcrc Heard Of— BuE'lness 
Improvement. 

To the close observer of husineas the 
market just now presents some truly in- 
teresting features. Wheat ia becoming 
HO scarce that in all probability next 
month will see in Washington none but 
the larger mills in operation. But while 
wheat is stiffening a reverse tendency 
prevails in the corn market and prices 
v»ere never lower or the supply more 
plentiful. In fact corn appears to be fill- 
ing, in an important measure, the de- 
mand for wheat, lor, where the latter 
was foriiiorly fed, the former is now in 
use. The prices, of course, regulate this 
change and are liable erelong to make 
it more striking, the home flour mills 
having advanced quotations 25 cents per 
barrel in carload lots. In the fruit, fish, 
meat, dairy and goneral produce mar- 
kets tlioro is little to report this week. 
Japanese oranges have made their ap- 
pearance, as if to stay for aomo time, 
retailing at the modest figure of G5 cents 
per box. Business is already feeling the 
Ohristmna stir and ia, too, largely stimu- 
lated by the rvreparations now in pro- 
gress for the aeaiing industry. The re- 
tail quotations for the week are as fol- 
lows :

In ninny Iionscs a rcccptnclo nf pr.v.w 
Icjud is prdvulod for hoolcs in I'vcrv :-i;oiii 
in the liduso, luili'ss, ])iTli;ip.s, wu except 
tbo diiiini,' ronm, usualJy ki-pt for tlio 
sole pui'posi' nf dining;. Witliout books 
a room lucks its best oriKUiicnts. Tiicy 
add tlio chami of comfort and lionik.di- 
jiess, besides boiiig a useful possessioii. 
To fill ail odd corner tlicro is iiotliing so 
iiico as a prettily desif^ned bookeiise. 

Naturally we should not uso tlio mmo 
design for tho different rooms. In this, 
as in all things, appropriateness has to 
bo consldorod. It mnst suit tho .stylo of 
room and bo in keeping with tho other 
furniture. Knowing wlieru wo wish to 
placQ it, there can bo uo difficulty iii 
getting jnst the thing, for among the 
conntless designs it must bo possible to 
please even th(> most fastidious taste. 
They areiuado in all the hard woods — 
oak, mahogany, walnut, ebony und ash 
— and look host when they are in tlie 
samo as tho Surrounding furniture. 

For the library it is very usual to 
have fitted bookcnses in oak or wulinit, 
■which are somotiines carried from floor

to ceiling, but may bu made only lialf 
way to form a dado, tho top shelf beiiiR 
furnished with haudsouio moldings and 
forming' a ledgo for tho disjilay of u few 
choieii ornaiiionts. Tlien, aj>iiii, they 
are separato pieces, and for valuable! or 
rare books are finished witli glass doors. 
With tbo Sheraton designs these doors 
have thin wooden moldings stretched 
across I lie glass, .md very often a writ- 
ing tahin is cnmbiiied with thn book- 
cuso, wliich makes it a particularly ap- 
propriate piece for a room of limited 
size. In the sitting room hall a dwarf 
oak bookcase, with nicely carved pedes- 
tal nioldii:gs, looks extremely well and 
will bi> found very handy for books of 
reference and magazines which may 
lind i: lionie bidiind a silk curtain fas- 
tened to tlie bottom shelf. 

Tho drawing room buokcasn is ligliter 
and more elegant in design than the 
others and shouM bo made in Ciiippcn- 
dalc maliogaiiy or inlaid wood. If it 
lias to stand out in tho room, a very dec- 
orative style is tho cabinet bookciwo, 
which has small shelves for ornaments 
and a china cupboard all coniliini'd, lie- 
ing also sr.flicii ntly large for tiiii ordi- 
nary .sized room, wiiile a loss o.xponsivo 
and elabortito affair may bo taade of 
ash, enameled white and finished with 
good moldings at th(! edge of tho 
sliclves.

ESCAPE OF A SMDGGLER. 

Olan Captured With a Large Quantity of 
Dope Break^ A-way Frcm the 
Officers. 

T.\coM.\, Dec. 9, — The daring ringleader 
of a big opinm smugt;ling gang, which 
has been auccesafuliy operating on tho 
Sound for a years past, was arrested at 
Roy yesterdixy afternoon with .-ftiOO worth 
of dope in Ijis possession. He was placed 
in charge of ]>uputy Sheriff C. A. Nettle- 
ton of Roy, and brought to this city on 
the train from Portland. While 
passing through a big gulch on 
the outskirts of the city tho 
smuggler attempted to break away from 
the officer and jumped from the front 
platform of tiie smoking car, dragging 
Nettleton with him. The chance was 
one in ten thousand that Ijoth would be 
killed, as the train, being hite, 
was running at full speed to- 
wards the city. Nettleton got 
off witli a severe scalp wouml 
and a bad shaking up, but the 
smuggler escai)ed through tho brusii in 
the ilarkness, ami has not been seen 
since. For desj)erato daring this foat 
breaks tlie record in the annals of auuig- 
gliiig on Puget Sound, 

The opium captured is valued at ifliOO 
and is tho largest seizure made on the 
Sound in -years. The county is being 
searched for the smuggler, who iabelieved 
to be a criminal of note. If he by a mir- 
acle escajje without a broken leg he may 
never bo recaptured. The smuggler is 
described as being six feet tall, weiglung 
about 200 pounds, smooth shaven and 
well dressed. He left a new hat pur- 
chased at Portland on the train'. When 
arrested he was about to board the train 
for Chehalis.

OIHcial dispatches 
from Manila announce a terrible maeaa- 
cre of insurgent prisoners on the islands 
of Lw/.on, of the Philippine group. It 
ap|)ear3 that a number of prisoners es- 
caped from the fortress of Cavite and 
were pnrsueil by the troops, who killed 
sixty in the streets. The others were 
recaptured. 



Another Big Flood. 
Taco.ma, Dec. '.I. — (Speciali— West- 
ern Wasliingtun luis liecn sullering from 
the worst llootla of Ihe ficason. For hours 
the tropical Chinook, like a steam radi- 
ator, has been geltiiig in its deadly work 
on tlie two feel of snow in the moun- 
tains. The pnn:ea.-j is being augmented 
by a warm rain that extends all over 
tlie Pacific division of the Northern 
Pacific. From these causes the water is 
sent rolling down in torrents into the 
mountain streams and brooks, wbie-li 
are swollen beyond the capacity of their 
bank.?. In- many cases the rush of 
waters to the sea is accotjij)anieil by de- 
struction. All small outbuildings in the 
valleys that remain in the path of the 
November llooil are in danger of being 
carried away by this latter freshet, 
which now promises to exceed the earlier 
one of tho winter. 



Northwest Indnstrial Schools. 
Or-i-AW.\, Dec. 9. — The Dominion gov- 
(irument have decided to appoint a com- 
mission to inquire in to the condition ijnd 
working of the industrial schools in 
Manitoba, the Northwest and British 
Columbia. It is considered that for the 
irge amount of money expended on the 
schools an ade(]uate return is not re- 
ceived. Hon. i\lesar8. Tarto and Sifton 
will be appointed a committee of the 
cabinet to prepare the mode o£ inquiry. 



If disappointment -was ever personi- 
fied it was among sealers yesterday aft- 
ernoon when they learned the results of 

the big London fur sales, conducted by 
the LampBons. Last autumn's sales 
were discouraging enough, but tliey 
were nothing in comjiarison with those 
of yesterday. A cable dispatch to R. P. 
Rithet & Co. last evening stated that 
the Northwest sales brought 20 per cent, 
leas than those of last year, the Copper 
Island sales 17>n per cent., and the Alas- 
kan sales 10 per cent. less. There is still 
some of the Alaskan catch unsold, and 
there were some unverified reports in 
circulation that at private sales skins 
were disposed of at even a 
greater sacrifice than the above 
figures represent. The dejireciatioii 
in the value of seal skins is an important 
consideration tor Victoria and offers 
little enconrageniout to those sending 
out vessels now. The Casco, one of the 
sealing lleet, sailed on a eoiiliiern voy- 
age yesterday, intending to follow pretty 
much ill the track of the Mary Taylor, 
tho flr.st sealer away. She is in charge 
of Captain C. Lo Blanc and, like the 
Mary Taylor, carries a full white crow, 
numbering twenty hands all told. Two 
other sealers cleared yesterday, being 
tho Mary Ellen, Captain P. McPbee, 
with a crew of twenty-five, all whites, 
and the C. D. Rand, Captain John O, 
Townsend, with a white crew of twenty- 
two strong,

Russian, British and French Fleets 
to Be Mobilized Near the 
Black Sea. 



New YoiiK, Dec. 9. — A dispatch to the 
Herald from Constantinople says: The 
announcement is made that M. Nelidoll", 
the Russian ambassador, has again i>ost- 
poned his journey to tho end of the 
month. This is looked upon liere as an 
auspicious sign that Russia proposes 
giving Turkey the necessary time to ap- 
ply reforms. Col. PeschkofF has started 
for Crete and will probably be president 
of the police reform committee. Ilusni 
Pacha, Turkish ambassador to Russia, 
has telegraphed to the Porte informing 
the Turkish government of the existence 
of a complete understanding between 
RuBsitt and Oreat Britain in regard to 
the enforcement of reforms in Turkey. 
This information has created a sensation 
in tho Sultan's circle. 

M. Nelidoff, Russian ambassador to 
Turkey, who is expected back from a 
visit to St, Petersburg, will, it is under- 
stood, call a conference of the ambassa- 
dora immediately upon his return to his 
jiost to discuss the queetion of financial 
aiivi otlier reforms in Turkey and the 
opening of the Dardaiielles. Moderate 
Turks and Armenians and all asireo that 
the present condition of allairs cannot 
last. It is true that the peojile are quiet. 
There is elo(|uenco in their silence. It 
is the terrible calm of people who have 
nothing to cat. The suffering of this 
great and beautiful city of Constanti- 
nople is too awful. Only conciliation 
can restore that confidence which can 
alone bring baelc prosperity. This is 
why the advocates of conciliation are 
playing such an important role. 

In Mgr. Ormanial the Armenians liave 
found a singularly efficient religious 
leader. No one can charge him with be- 
ing influenced by the court. He is a 
diplomatist — that is to say, adaptable 
mnn. He is for conciliation, but w-ith 
honor — that is to say, w-itliout sacrilic- 
ing too much. He has aroimd him a 
council of men of sm^h [losition and 
strenglli as no iiatriarch haseverhad be- 
fore. Ho comes into uower at a time 
when he can exercise more good inllu- 
ence and unless promises be broken, 
meet with more support in high quar- 
ters than any of his predecessors, as he 
enters the office with the distinct under- 
standing that one of his first requests 
will be an amendmeni to Sahmanatron 
or organic law, so much calleil for, and 
that his rei|uest will be granted. Al- 
though he says : "The task of concilia- 
tion is ditlicnit," tliere is good reason for 
believing that he can accomplish it iii 
the absence of intrigue against him. 

London, Dec. 9.— The Birmingham 
Post learns from a high tiuarter that an 
understanding has been arrived at be- 
tween Cireat Britain, Russia and France 
for the settlement of the Eastern ques- 
tion, which has for generations been 
troubling the statesmen of lOurope: The 
Post adds: "The Russian Black eea 
lleet and the British and French Med- 
iterranean fleets will shortly be mobil- 
ized in contiguity to tho BosphoruB and 
Dardanelles and ordered to enforce, if 
ubi essary, the reforms which the em- 
bassies of the three powers are about to 
present to the Sultan, and to which tho 
other signers of the Berlin Ireaty, Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy, have consent- 
ed. To this end, it ia asserted, an alli- 
ance of the fleets may force the passage 
of the straits of Dardanelles."
